2011  IS  SHAPING  UP  TO  BE  A  VERY  BUSY  YEAR 


MORE  ON  THE  1099  ISSUE  AND  OTHER  CHANGES 

As  we  reported  in  the  last  issue  of  FUNTOPICS,  the  1099  issue  (Section  9006  of  the  health  care  bill)  remains  the  top 
concern  of  ICTA  as  well  as  many  others  we  have  allied  with  such  as  the  National  Federation  of  Independent  Businesses 
(NFIB).  As  you  may  recall,  this  new  regulation  would  require  all  businesses  (not  just  coin  dealers)  to  file  IRS  information 
return  1099-MISC  whenever  they  purchase  over  $600  in  goods  or  services. 

Unfortunately,  while  there  were  a  couple  bills  offered  in  the  lame  duck  Congressional  session  of  2010  that  would  have 
repealed  this  burdensome  requirement,  the  politics  of  the  day  prevented  either  from  moving  forward.  So  the  issue  held 
over  into  this  new  2011  session  of  Congress  that  features  many  new  faces. 

As  you  may  know,  the  House  of  Representatives  has  already  voted  to  repeal  the  entire  “Obamacare”  bill.  However,  it  is 
expected  that  the  Senate  will  not  address  this  total  repeal  of  the  health  care  act  at  all.  So  this  is  not  a  good  strategy  for 
eliminating  Section  9006. 

H  R.  4  (Rep.  Dan  Lungren,  R-CA)  has  been  introduced  that  calls  for  repeal  of  Section  9006.  The  Senate  Finance 
Committee  is  not  yet  organized,  but  a  Senate  bill  has  been  introduced  (S  18  introduced  by  Nebraska  Republican  Sen. 
Mike  Johanns).  No  other  part  of  the  health  care  bill  has  as  many  bi-partisan  supporters  as  does  the  issue  of  repealing 
Section  9006. 

Although  currently  there  is  no  discussion  about  tinkering  with  Section  9006  rather  than  fully  repealing  it,  this  does  not 
mean  that  modifications  could  not  happen.  We  are  monitoring  this  issue  very  carefully,  and  ICTA  is  especially  vigilant  for 
even  any  discussion  of  the  possibility  of  modifying  Section  9006  rather  than  fully  repealing  it  since  any  such  changes 
mentioned  so  far  would  not  resolve  the  burdens  this  law  presents. 

We  get  a  lot  of  calls  about  this  issue;  some  erroneously  believe  that  these  provisions  go  into  effect  this  year.  Section 
9006  is  to  go  into  effect  in  2012,  so  the  repeal  effort  MUST  happen  this  year. 

ICTA  will  keep  you  posted  on  the  progress  of  this  very  serious  issue.

issues  in  Washington,  DC. 

While  this  certainly  is  not  a  legal  treatise  on  the  technical  aspects  of  these  organizations,  I  hope  it  will  give  you  an  under¬ 
standing  on  the  function  and  importance  of  each  group.

243.  A  phone  call.  “I  have  120-  40%  silver  Ike  dollars”.  I  asked,  “Are  they  in  a  blue  envelope  or  a  brown 
box?”.  “No,  they  are  in  rolls,  don’t  you  know  all  1971  &1976  Ike  dollars  are  40%  silver?”  “No  they  are 
not  all  silver,  look  on  the  rim,  if  it  is  copper  colored,  it  is  copper-nickel”.  He  looks  and  hangs  up. 

244.  An  older  gentleman  comes  in  with  a  12  coin  roll  of  current  Presidential  dollars  with  a  seal  on  it. 
He  said  that  he  bought  them  out  of  a  newspaper  ad  and  he  had  $2000  invested  in  them,  what  are 
they  worth?  I  asked  him  if  he  received  his  walnut  box  yet  to  store  them  in?  He  said,”  No”.  I  said,”  Stop 
all  future  orders  and  take  what  you  have  to  the  bank,  you  have  been  ripped  off”.  He  asked  me  when 
the  next  coin  show  was  so  that  he  could  get  a  different  opinion. 

245.  A  lady  in  her  80’s  comes  in  and  wants  to  spend  her  life  savings  on  silver  ($68,000)  because  her 
religious  book  told  her  too.  We  told  her  that  this  was  a  very  risky  investment  to  put  all  your  money  in. 
She  asked,  "Do  I  have  to  pay  taxes  on  it?’  We  said  it  is  a  capital  gain  or  loss,  yes  you  have  to  pay 
taxes.  'But  I  am  an  old  lady,  I  can’t  afford  to  pay  taxes  on  a  profit”  We  said,  “That’s  up  to  you,  we 
don’t  get  involved  ”.  After  three  days  of  going  back  and  forth,  Ray  tells  her,  “If  you  were  my  mother,  I 
would  tell  you  not  to  buy  it”  She  bought  $10,000  worth  of  silver. 

246.  A  customer  tells  us,  “Because  of  the  shortage  of  Pandas  in  China,  they  are  painting  black  and 
white  spots  on  dogs” 

247.  A  Spanish  couple  comes  in  with  a  copper  garbage  can.  “No,  we  do  not  buy  them” 

248.  A  couple  come  in  and  talks  about  15  minutes  about  buying  gold  coins.  Then,  they  settle  on  one 
silver  eagle  and  want  to  beat  us  down  on  the  price. 

249.  Silver  was  at  $28  oz.  when  this  guy  on  the  phone  tells  me  he  can  pay  $26  oz.  if  I  will  take  it.  I 
said,  “Sir,  you  don’t  understand,  silver  is  hot,  I  have  only  two  100  oz.  bars  left  and  when  they  are 
gone,  they  are  gone.  No  more  to  be  had”. 

250.  A  phone  call.  “My  father  left  me  some  rare  coins.  I  know  they  are  good  because  he  was  not  stu¬ 
pid,  he  was  a  banker.”  “What  do  you  have?’  A1971  proof  set  and  a  roll  of  Ike  dollars”  I  said,  “The 
proof  set  is  worth  $4  and  the  Ike’s  are  spendable”  Hang  up. 

251.  A  customer  comes  in  with  a  beautiful  aluminum  briefcase  and  asks  if  we  buy  rare  coins.  He 
opens  the  case  and  it  has  slots  for  his  slabbed  coins,  a  silver  eagle,  a  silver  maple  leaf,  a  silver 
panda  ,and  a  silver  Kookaburra.  I  tried  to  explain  to  him  that  slabbing  bullion  is  an  oxymoron.  Why 
slab  silver  bullion  when  it  is  worth  the  silver  value?  He  didn’t  get  it,  and  left. 

252.  A  customer  comes  in  with  a  1921  Morgan  dollar  circulated.  I  offered  $18.  She  says,  “But  it  is  on 
ebay  for  $5,000”.  Sure  enough  we  look  on  ebay  and  some  crazy  has  it  listed  for  $5,000,  “Special 
Edition”.  We  emailed  and  asked  what  was  special  about  it  and  never  got  a  reply.  I  told  the  lady  that 
just  because  someone  puts  something  on  ebay  does  not  mean  anything,  he  is  an  idiot.  Then  I 
showed  her  30  1921  Morgan  dollars  in  AU,  pick  at  $22.  She  left  with  the  coin. 

253.  A  customer  asks,  “Do  you  buy  silver  for  it’s  numismatic  value?”  (Holding  a  4  Oz.  copy  of  a  $50 
bill.)  “This  is  a  Novelty  item  made  by  a  private  mint  for  profit,  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  US  Mint”. 

254.  A  phone  call,  “I  got  this  coin/bill,  bill/coin  dated  1935”.  “Do  you  have  a  coin  or  do  you  have  a 
bill?-’  “It’s  a  coin/bill  bill/coin”.  He  could  not  tell  me  whether  he  had  a  bill  or  a  coin  so  I  replied,  “If 
you  have  a  coin,  it  is  worth  $20,  if  you  have  paper  money,  it  is  worth  $1 .25,  then  I  hung  up. 

255.  When  we  buy  anything,  we  use  a  standard  buy  form  where  we  copy  the  drivers  license  and 
thumb  print,  no  exceptions.  This  cost  money  to  process  so  we  require  a  minimum  purchase  of  say 
$30.  So  based  on  this,  a  guy  comes  in  with  three  wheat  cents  and  asks  what  we  are  paying. 
Needless  to  say,  I  can’t  buy  them. 

256.  A  customer  comes  in  with  a  tea  pot  and  says,  “It  says  Sterling  on  the  bottom”.  I  look  and  it  says 
“Sheffield”,  it  is  plated.  He  can’t  see.

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Grand  Canyon  Quarter  Launch

The  US  Mint  has  had  coin  launch  ceremonies  for  the  quarters  since  1999,  as  well  as  for  the  Presidential  Dollars  and  the 
2009  Lincoln  Cents.  I  have  never  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  any  of  them  until  the  recent  launch  of  the  Grand  Canyon 
National  Park  Quarter  on  21  September  2010.  It  was  not  exactly  around  the  corner,  but  it  was  an  easy  one  day  drive  from 
my  home  in  Tucson,  AZ. 

My  wife  and  I  drove  to  the  Grand  Canyon  the  day  before  the  ceremony.  At  the  park  gate  we  were  required  to  pay 
the  $25  entrance  fee.  It  fee  was  good  for  the  vehicle  and  all  of  the  passengers  and  was  good  for  7  days.  On  the  day  we 
arrived,  the  U.S.  Mint  was  having  a  numismatic  forum  from  5-6  pm  at  the  Grand  Canyon  Railway  Depot.  It  was  outside 
but  the  weather  was  very  pleasant  and  there  were  about  16  people  in  attendance.  Mint  Director  Moy  opened  the  session 
by  discussing  his  job  and  responsibilities.  He  noted  the  US  Mint’s  primary 
business  is  to  produce  circulating  coins.  He  described  how  the  Mint  pro¬ 
duces  coins  for  the  Federal  Reserve  and  they  in  turn  distribute  them  to  the 
individual  banks  who  supply  retailers  and  customers.  The  Mint  also  pro¬ 
vides  collector  coins  as  well  as  bullion  coins.  The  Mint  had  revenues  of 
$3.9  billion  last  year  and  returned  $300  million  to  the  US  taxpayer.  Moy 
then  opened  the  session  for  questions  and  concerns.  Collectors  readily 
told  him  of  their  frustration  in  not  being  able  to  obtain  the  latest  coins  at 
their  banks.  He  explained  that  it  is  up  to  the  Federal  Reserve  to  supply 
coins  to  the  banks,  not  the  Mint.  The  Federal  Reserve  will  not  provide  spe¬ 
cific  quarters  to  the  banks,  as  it  would  increase  the  amount  of  recording 
and  logistical  work  involved  in  providing  coins  to  the  banks.  The  economy 
has  been  slowed  the  past  two  years  and  thus  retail  sales  are  down,  as  well 
as  coin  demand  from  the  retailers.  The  usual  yearly  mintage  is  12-15  bil¬ 
lion  coins  and  it  was  just  2.8  billion  last  year.  Moy  also  noted  that  during 
this  same  time,  the  demand  for  silver  bullion  has  increased  400%  and 
there  was  no  surplus  of  silver  blanks  last  year  to  allow  the  production  of 
collector  versions  of  Silver  Eagles.  He  noted  that  finally,  for  the  last  3  months  the  Mint  has  produced  more  Silver  Eagles 
then  the  demand  so  a  collector’s  version  may  be  able  to  be  produced  this  year.  He  also  noted  that  Congress  may  pass 
a  law  that  will  allow  the  Mint  to  set  aside  a  certain  number  of  silver  blanks  for  collector  versions  of  Silver  Eagles  even  if 
the  demand  for  bullion  exceeds  the  production.  Another  topic  Moy  discussed  was  the  process  for  the  design  selection  for 
the  America  the  Beautiful  Quarters.  Each  state  submitted  ideas  of  which  Federal  historical  sites  or  parks  it  wanted  to  rep¬ 
resent  its  state  on  the  quarters.  The  Mint  then  determined  which  sites  could  be  represented  in  a  design  on  a  quarter  and 
submitted  them  to  the  state’s  governor.  The  state  then  selected  the  design  they  wanted.  The  release  order  is  by  the  date 
the  site  came  under  Federal  management.  The  forum  was  interesting  and  I  was  glad  I  was  able  to  attend. 


On  the  day  of  the  quarter  release  I  spent  the  morning  touring  the  Grand 
Canyon.  Even  though  this  was  my  third  visit,  it  s  still  a  spectacular  site.  The 
ceremony  started  with  AZ  native  Indian  flute  music  followed  by  the  US  and 
Arizona  flags  being  brought  in  by  park  rangers  on  horseback,  with  the 
Grand  Canyon  as  the  backdrop  for  it  all.  Grand  Canyon  National  Park 
Superintendent  Steve  Martin  introduced  the  VIPs  present.  A  letter  from 
Senator  John  McCain  was  read,  as  he  was  unable  to  attend.  It  was  noted 
that  Senator  McCain  has  hiked  the  Grand  Canyon  as  well  as  rafted  down 
the  Colorado  River.  Renee  Bahl  read  a  proclamation  from  AZ  Governor 
Jan  Brewer  declaring  21  September  2010  as  the  launch  of  the  Grand 
Canyon  National  Park  Quarter.  The  next  speaker  was  Sherry  Henry,  the 
director  of  the  Arizona  Office  of  Tourism.  She  noted  that  the  Grand  Canyon 
receives  over  4.5  million  visitors  each  year.  She  thanked  the  National 
Parks  Service  and  the  US  Mint  for  their  work  on  the  quarter.  Grand  Canyon 
historian  and  writer  Scott  Thybony  noted  the  archeological  importance  of 
the  Nankoweap  granaries  at  Marble  Canyon,  which  is  pictured  on  the  quar¬ 
ter.  The  AZ  native  Indian  Pollen  Trail  Dancers  were  featured  next  as  a  man 
dressed  as  an  eagle  danced  around  the  podium.  Director  Moy  was  next,

He  thanked  the  National  Parks  Service  and  those  involved  in  the  Grand  Canyon  National  Park  Quarter  development.  He 
acknowledged  the  Native  American  tribes  in  the  Grand  Canyon  area.  He  did 
note  that  the  bust  of  Washington  on  the  obverse  of  the  quarter  is  based  on  the 
original  design  by  John  Flanagan  and  that  the  image  of  Marble  Canyon  on  the 
reverse  will  bring  back  memories  to  those  who  have  visited  the  Grand  Canyon 
and  should  encourage  others  to  visit.  He  then  presented  a  framed  example  of, 
the  Philadelphia  and  Denver  Mint  versions  of  the  Grand  Canyon  National  ParkL*j* 

Quarter,  struck  on  the  first  day  of  production,  to  the  National  Parks  Service.  US 
Mint  Director  Moy  and  Steve  Martin  each  opened  a  bag  of  Arizona  quarters  and 
poured  them  into  a  basket  and  pronounced  the  quarter  officially  released. 

Children  under  18  who  were  in  attendance  were  each  given  a  free  quarter.  The 
ceremony  lasted  about  35  minutes. 


Chase  Bank  had  set  up  tents  for  distribution  of  rolls  of  the  quarters.  The 
first  people  started  to  line  up  at  about  11  am,  even  though  the  ceremony  was  not 
until  1 :30  pm.  There  were  four  people  exchanging  cash  for  quarters.  The  limit 
was  10  rolls  per  person,  but  there  was  no  limit  on  getting  back  in  line.  The  first 
time  in  line  took  me  25  minutes  but  repeat  trips  were  significantly  shorter.  At  the 
Grand  Canyon  Post  Office  they  had  set  up  a  table  manned  by  three  people  to 
cancel  the  rolls  of  quarters.  The  cancellation  stamp  commemorated  the  launch 
ceremony.  There  was  an  express  2  rolls  or  less  line,  which  was  helpful  as  several  people  were  having  $500  boxes  of  rolls 
cancelled.  The  Chase  Bank  happened  to  be  next  to  the  Post  Office  and  I  saw  an  armored  car  drive  up  and  unload  more 
boxes  of  the  quarters,  as  not  all  of  them  were  given  out  at  the  ceremony.

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The  1936  Commonwealth  Commemoratives  of  the 
Phillippines:  America’s  Neglected  Commemoratives 

By  Steven  M.  Bieda 

The  United  States  and  the  Philippines  share  a  unique  history.  Snatched  from  Spain 
along  with  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  as  a  result  of  the  resounding  American  victory  in  the 
Spanish  American  War,  the  Philippines  was  the  only  United  States  possession  in  which 
an  entirely  separate  currency  was  produced.  From  1903  to  1945  the  United  States 
struck  coinage  (and  printed  paper  money  and  stamps)  denominated  in  Pesos  rather 
than  United  States  Dollars,  reflecting  the  Spanish  influence  on  the  early  development  of 
the  currency  on  the  Islands.  In  addition  to  these  regular  issue  coins,  issued  in  denom¬ 
inations  of  Half  Centavo,  One  Centavo,  Five  Centavos,  Ten  Centavos,  Twenty 
Centavos,  Fifty  Centavos  and  One  Peso,  three  silver  commemorative  coins,  consisting 
of  two  different  One  Peso  coins  and  a  Fifty  Centavos  coin  were  issued  in  1936  to  mark 
the  change  in  governing  status  of  the  Philippines  from  a  territory  to  a  commonwealth. 

These  coins,  and  the  people  they  depict,  have  an  interesting  story  to  tell,  and  because  of  the  Commonwealth  status  of 
the  Philippine  Islands  at  the  time  of  issuance,  properly  belong  in  a  complete  set  of  United  States  Commemorative  coins. 

The  1936  Commonwealth  Commemorative  set  consists  of  three  silver  coins  consisting  of  two  different  One  Peso 
Commemoratives,  and  one  Fifty  Centavos  coin.  1 0,000  of  each  of  the  One  Peso  Commemoratives  were  produced,  while 
20,000  of  the  Fifty  Centavos  were  struck.  The  coins  were  produced  at  the  Manila  Mint,  (M  mintmark)  a  branch  mint  of  the 
United  States  Mint  which  holds  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  branch  mint  of  the  United  States  to  be  located  outside 
the  continental  United  States.  Despite  the  popularity  of  commemorative  coins  in  the  United  States  at  the  time,  the  coins 
sold  poorly,  perhaps  because  of  the  large  number  of  commemorative  United  States  Half  Dollars  produced  in  1936  (22 
different  commemorative  Half  Dollars!). 


All  three  Philippines  coins  contain  a  depiction  of  President  Manuel  Quezon  of  the  Philippines.  One  of  the  One  Pesos 
coins  also  features  President  Franklin  Roosevelt.  (K-177)  The  other  two  coins  (another  One  Peso  K-178 
and  a  Fifty  Centavos  K-176)  in  the  set  feature  the  United  States  High  Commissioner  to  the 
^Philippines,  Frank  Murphy.  The  coins  were  struck  to  commemorate  the  creation  of  the  Philippine 
\ Commonwealth  on  November  15,  1935.  The  occasion  was  one  of  great  pride  for  the  Philippines, 
las  it  involved  greater  self-governance  and  was  seen  as  an  important  first  step  towards  independ¬ 
ence.  The  original  issue  price  of  the  three-piece  set  was  $3.13.  The  coins  are  listed  in  the  famil¬ 
iar  "Redbook"  (aka  Guide  to  United  States  Coins),  although  the  author  is  unaware  of  any  book  spe¬ 
cializing  in  United  States  commemorative  coins  referencing  them. 

Depending  on  whether  one  considers  this  a  United  States  issue  (which  the  author  contends  it  is)  or  a  “for¬ 
eign”  coin,  the  1936  One  Peso  featuring  President  Roosevelt  is  either  the  first  foreign  coin  to  depict  a  living  American 
President,  or  the  second  United  States  Commemorative  to  depict  a  living  American  President. 


The  One  Peso  coin  featuring  President  Franklin  Roosevelt  (January  30,  1882  -  April  12,  1945)  is  often  sought  after  by 
collectors  building  a  topical  coin  set  featuring  United  States  Presidents.  Franklin  Roosevelt,  a  Democrat  and  former 
Governor  of  New  York,  was  this  nation's  only  President  elected  to  four  terms  in  office,  and  he  is  often  listed  by  historians 
as  one  of  this  nation's  greatest  presidents. 

The  other  two  coins  in  the  set,  the  One  Peso  and  Fifty  Centavos  coins,  both  depict  Frank  Murphy.  Frank  Murphy,  who, 
like  FDR.  was  a  Democrat,  was  at  various  times  in  his  illustrious  career  a  Detroit  Judge  (1923-1930)  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Detroit  (1930-1933),  and  Governor  of  Michigan  (1937-1939)  .  Murphy  was  the  last  Governor  General  of  the 
Philippines,  and  the  first  U.S.  High  Commissioner  of  the  Philippines,  thus  descriptions  of  Murphy  in  numismatic  literature 
often  use  one  of  the  two  distinctly  different  titles. 

Murphy  was  an  early  and  enthusiastic  supporter  of  President  Franklin  Roosevelt  and  the  New  Deal,  and  Murphy  helped 
FDR  become  the  first  Democratic  presidential  candidate  to  win  the  state  of  Michigan  since  1852.  In  1933,  after  Murphy's 
second  Mayoral  term,  FDR  appointed  the  Irish-Catholic  Detroit  Mayor  to  the  position  of  Governor  General  of  the 
Philippines,  replacing  Theodore  Roosevelt  Jr.  (November  13,  1887  -  July  12,  1944)  A  cousin  of  FDR  and  eldest  son  of 
the  former  President  who  himself  had  risen  to  national  prominence  as  a  "rough-rider"  during  the  Spanish  American  War. 

Murphy's  career  would  also  include  serving  as  United  States  Attorney  General  (1939-1940)  ,  and  as  an  Associate  Justice 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  (From  January  18,  1940  to  his  death). 

The  obverses  and  reverses  of  all  three  coins  were  designed  by  Ambrosio  Morales.  Morales  was  only  one  of  two  coin 
do',  gners  (the  other  being  Melicio  Figueroa)  credited  with  designing  coins  for  the  Philippines  while  either  a  United  States 
Territory  or  Commonwealth.

The  One  Peso  coin  is  36  mm,  and  composed  of  .800  silver  and  has  a  reeded 
edge.  It  was  struck  in  "coin  rotation,"  like  coins  struck  for  use  in  the  United 
States.  An  estimated  3,000  to  4,000  were  not  sold  at  the  time  of  the  cel¬ 
ebration  and  were  later  jettisoned  into  Manila  Bay  in  1942  in  order  to 
avoid  being  looted  by  the  Japanese  during  World  War  II. 

The  FDR/Quezon  One  Peso  obverse  design  depicts  the  head  and 
shoulders  busts  of  Roosevelt  and  Quezon,  both  facing  left.  The  legend 
“Commonwealth  of  the  Philippines”  fills  the  outer  periphery.  The  denom¬ 
ination  “One  Peso”  appears  below  the  busts  of  the  two  men.  In  rather 
small  type,  the  date  “Nov.  15,  1935”  appears  in  the  space  just  above  and 
between  the  two  men.  The  November  15,  1935  date  is  significant  as  the  “birthdate”  of  the  creation  of  the  Philippine 
Commonwealth. 


The  One  Peso  coin  depicting  Murphy  and  Quezon,  is  very  similar,  with  both  portraits  facing  left  along  with  the  inclusion 
of  the  same  elements  as  the  FDR  coin. 

The  Fifty  Centavos  coin,  depicts  Murphy  on  the  far  left  of  the  coin  surface  facing  right,  with  Quezon  balancing  out  the 
composition  on  the  far  right  side  of  the  coin  facing  left.  A  rising  sun  separates  the  portraits  of  the  two  men,  with  the 
November  15,  1935  date  incuse  in  the  center  of  the  sun.  The  Fifty  Centavos  weighs  10.0  grams  is  27  mm  in  diameter 
and  has  a  reeded  edge.  It  is  composed  of  .750  percent  silver  and  struck  in  "coin  rotation."  20,000  of  the  Fifty  Centavos 
coin  were  produced,  with  a  large  number  also  being  dumped  in  Corregidor  Bay  to  avoid  capture  by  the  Japanese  during 
WWII.  Ironically,  the  use  of  the  rising  sun  on  the  1936  issue  was  seen  as  a  bad  omen  by  some,  primarily  because  of  the 
increasing  dominance  and  influence  of  the  Empire  of  Japan  "Land  of  the  Rising  Sun"  during  the  1930s. 

Manuel  Quezon  (1878-1944),  who  is  featured  on  all  three  coins,  was  first  President  of  the  Commonwealth  of  the 
Philippines  and  is  considered  by  Filipinos  to  be  the  second  President  of  the  Philippines  after  Emilio  Aguinaldo.  In  March 
1942,  Quezon  was  forced  to  flee  the  Philippines  along  with  General  Douglas  MacArthur  to  evade  capture  by  the 
Japanese.  Sadly,  while  operating  a  Government  in  exile  in  the  United  States,  Quezon  did  not  live  to  see  the  launch  of 
the  successful  effort  to  liberate  the  Philippines  in  October  1944.  Quezon  died  of  tuberculosis  on  August  1,  1944  in 
Saranac  Lake,  New  York,  and,  at  the  orders  of  President  Roosevelt,  his  mortal  remains  were  temporarily  interred  in  the 
Maine  Memorial  in  Arlington  National  Cemetery. 

Considering  that  the  United  States  acquired  the  Philippines  as  a  result  of  the  Spanish  American  War,  the  choice  of  the 
Maine  Memorial  as  a  temporary  resting  place  for  the  late  Philippines  President  was  itself  an  ironic  choice. 

The  Maine  Monument,  designed  by  architect  Nathan  C.  Wyeth,  was  dedicated  in  1913  and  is  the  final  resting  place  of 
1 63  American  servicemen  who  died  during  the  sinking  of  the  Battle  Ship  Maine  in  Havana  Harbor  on  February  1 5,  1 898. 
It  consists  of  the  main  mast  of  the  ship,  and  features  the  inscribed  names  of  the  264  sailors  and  marines  who  perished 
in  the  tragedy. 


Shortly  after  the  sinking,  a  U.S.  Naval  Court  of  Inquiry  in  Key  West,  Florida,  found  that  a  Spanish 
naval  mine  caused  the  explosion  and  the  sinking  became  a  precipitating  cause  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War.  On  April  11 ,  1898,  President  McKinley  asked  Congress  to  declare  that  a  state  of 
war  existed  between  the  United  States  and  Spain.  Thus  the  rallying  cry  "Remember  the  Maine 
-  to  Hell  with  Spain"  became  a  war  cry  in  the  United  States.  Thus,  ironically,  the  body  of 
President  of  the  Commonwealth  of  the  Philippines,  who  was  instrumental  in  working  towards 
independence  of  his  country  from  the  United  States,  was  interred  in  a  memorial  to  a  ship  whose 
mysterious  explosion  precipitated  a  war  that  resulted  in  the  American  acquisition  of  the 
Philippines. 


Quezon's  body  stayed  in  the  Maine  Memorial  until  his  body  was  reinterred  in  the  Philippines.  Frank  Murphy  was  appoint¬ 
ed  by  President  Truman  to  lead  the  American  delegation  in  accompanying  the  body  of  his  friend  back  to  the  Philippines. 
At  first,  Quezon  was  interred  in  an  impressive  tomb  located  in  the  Manila  North  Cemetery.  Later,  following  a  long  sub¬ 
scription  drive  to  raise  funds,  Quezon's  remains  were  moved  again,  finally  coming  to  rest  in  an  impressive  monument  in 
Quezon  City  on  August  19,  1979.

The  reverses  of  all  three  Commonwealth  commemorative  coins  share  common  design  elements  and  placement  with  the 
sole  exception  of  the  difference  in  denominations  which  appears  on  the  bottom  periphery  of  each  coin.  The  same  reverse 
design  would  later  be  utilized  on  the  reverses  of  all  circulating  issues  (One  Centavo,  Five  Centavos,  Ten  Centavos, 
Twenty  Centavos  and  Fifty  Centavos)  of  the  Philippines  Commonwealth  minted  from  1937  to  1945. 

The  reverse  design  depicts  an  American  Eagle  perched  on  a  shield.  The  shield  has  three  stars,  each 
representing  the  three  main  island  groups,  (Luzon,  Visayas,  and  Mindanao).  The  castle  represents 
Spain,  (from  which  the  United  States  captured  control  of  the  Philippines  in  the  Spanish-American 
War)  and  the  dolphin  with  sword  symbolizes  Spain’s  conquest  of  the  Philippines. 

■‘United  States  of  America”  dominates  the  upper  periphery  of  the  reverse,  the  date  “1936"  appears 
under  the  eagle  emblem.  To  the  left  of  the  date  appears  a  very  small  “M”  mintmark,  signifying  the 
Manila  Mint.  A  small  banner  with  the  even  smaller  words  “Commonwealth  of  the  Philippines”  appears  under  the  shield. 

All  three  of  these  attractive  coins  are  available  with  some  searching  at  coin  shows  or  on  INTERNET  auction  sites  such 
as  eBay.  For  the  One  Peso  coins,  an  MS-65  specimen  graded  by  NGC  or  PCGS  trades  around  $400-450  range,  with  the 
smaller  Fifty  Centavo  trading  in  the  $200-250  range  for  a  PCGS  or  NGC  MS-65  example.  Sea-salvaged  specimens, 
mostly  retrieved  post-WWII  from  Corregidor  Bay,  are  also  avidly  collected  by  those  seeking  a  unique  war-time  souvenir, 
and  today  these  relics  of  the  War  in  the  Pacific  trade  for  about  $15-20  range  for  the  Fifty  Centavos,  and  $30-40  for  the 
One  Peso  coins. 

The  1936  Philippine  Commonwealth  Commemoratives  are  an  important  and  unique  part  of  the  United  States  and 
Philippines  coinage  series.  The  coins  are  equally  a  part  of  a  complete  set  of  United  States  Commemorative  coins  as  they 
are  a  part  of  the  U.S.  -Philippine  series. 

Civil  Government  under  American  control  was  inaugurated  on  July  4,  1901 .  A  complete  type  set  of  coinage  issued  for  the  U.S. -Philippines  coin  series  consists  of  20  coins 
including  the  three  commemoratives. 

Some  collectors  choose  to  also  include  the  so-called  "Wilson  Dollar,"  actually  a  US  Mint  Medal,  commemorating  the  opening  of  the  branch  mint  in  Manila.  The  old  Wayte 
Raymond  United  States  Commemorative  albums  actually  had  a  spot  for  the  Wilson  Dollar,  along  with  the  Norse  Centennial  Medal  and  the  Pony  Express  Medal. 

The  exchange  rate  at  the  time  was  two  pesos  to  one  U.S.  Dollar. 

The  Manila  Mint  produced  coins  from  1920-1923,  and  from  1925-1941  when  the  Japanese  Empire  invaded  the  Philippines  during  WWII.  The  Manila  Mint  was  operated 
under  Japanese  auspices  during  the  occupation  and  was  mostly  destroyed  during  the  retaking  of  the  city  in  1945.

The  first  being  the  1926  Sesquicentennial  Half  Dollar  depicting  Calvin  Coolidge. 

Franklin  D  Roosevelt  (President  from  March  4,  1933  -April  12,  1945)  also  appears  on  the  One  Dime  coin  first  issued  in  1946.  In  addition,  he  appears  on  a  United  States 
Commemorative  Five  Dollar  gold  coin  issued  in  1997  and  will  be  depicted  on  the  upcoming  Presidential  Dollar  in  2014. 

He  defeated  Republican  incumbent  Frank  Fitzgerald  on  November  3,  1936,  served  a  two  year  term  and  was  defeated  by  Frank  Fitzgerald  in  1938,  becoming  the  only  gov¬ 
ernor  from  Michigan  to  succeed  and  precede  the  same  person. 

Murphy  was  Governor  General  of  the  Philippines  from  1933-1935.  With  the  passage  of  the  Tyding-McDuffie  Act  of  1934,  he  became  High  Commissioner  to  the  Philippines 
from  1935-1936 

Theodore  Roosevelt  Jr.,  like  his  father,  President  Theodore  Roosevelt,  was  a  Medal  of  Honor  recipient,  he  served  as  Governor  General  from  1932-1933.  He  resigned  after 
FDR  won  the  Presidency,  having  supported  Hoover  over  his  own  cousin.  This  effectively  ended  his  own  political  career. 

Justice  Murphy  authored  199  opinions:  131  majority:  68  in  dissent.  He  is  the  first  Supreme  Court  Justice  to  appear  on  a  United  States  coin,  the  second  being  Chief  Justice 
John  Marshall,  who  is  depicted  on  the  2005  John  Marshall  Commemorative  Dollar. 

His  (and  his  father's)  former  law  office  is  located  is  now  the  Frank  Murphy  Memorial  Museum  in  downtown  Harbor  Beach.  The  museum  claims  that  it  houses  the  largest 
collection  of  Philippine  cultural  artifacts  in  the  United  States.  It  is  located  at  142  S.  Huron  Street,  Harbor  Beach,  Michigan. 

Frank  Murphy  also  did  graduate  work  in  London  and  Dublin. 

Over  10,000  people  attended  the  funeral.

During  the  war.  the  Japanese  were  largely  unsuccessful  in  retrieving  the  coins.  After  the  war,  successful  savage  efforts  by  the  United  States  Navy  resulted  in  a  number 
of  coins  being  retrieved. 

Murphy's  personal  and  official  files  are  archived  at  the  Bentley  Historical  Library  of  the  University  of  Michigan  in  Ann  Arbor.  However,  his  correspondence  and  other  offi¬ 
cial  documents  are  deposited  in  more  than  40  libraries  around  the  country. 

According  to  Wikipedia,  the  Japanese  name  for  Japan  are  Nippon  and  Nihon.  Both  literally  mean  "the  sun's  origin,"  or  in  other  words,  where  the  sun  originates.  This  has 
commonly  been  translated  as  the  "Land  of  the  Rising  Sun." 

Emilio  Agumaldo  (March  22,  1869  to  February  6,  1964)  also  has  appeared  on  a  number  of  Philippine  coins  and  notes. 

General  Douglas  MacArthur  has  a  special  place  in  the  history  of  the  Philippines  and  appears  on  the  first  coins  issued  by  the  independent  Philippines  in  1947  One  Peso 
and  Fifty  Centavos  commemoratives. 

Over  the  years  there  has  been  much  controversy  over  this  finding  Indeed,  four  different  inquires  have  occurred,  today,  historians  generally  discount  the  finding  that  a 
Spanish  mine  blew  up  the  Maine  The  most  recent,  in  1976,  conducted  by  Admiral  Hyman  Rickover,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  explosion  was  caused  by  spontaneous 
combustion  in  the  ship's  coal  bins,  a  problem  that  afflicted  other  ships  of  the  period.

Yes,  all  are  necessary  for  adequate  representation  in  government.  As  you  likely  have  observed,  it  seems  that  the  feder¬ 
al  government  is  more  interested  in  interfering  with  our  hobby/industry  every  year!  (State  and  local  government  entities 
too.)  Broker  Reporting  laws,  Cash  Reporting  laws,  Anti-Money  laundering  laws,  USA  PATRIOT  Act  regulations,  changes 
to  1099  reporting  requirements,  TSA  Airport  screenings  and  baggage  restrictions,  State  Sales  Taxes,  etc.,  etc.  It  seems 
with  each  day  there  are  new  things  for  us  all  to  be  concerned  about. 

Here’s  a  quick  synopsis  of  what  primary  function  each  organization  fulfills  and  why  each  organization  is  so  important  to 
maximize  protection  from  laws  and  regulations  that  would  hurt  your  business  and  hobby. 

ICTA  -  ICTA’s  primary  missions  includes  education  (mostly  for  dealers,  but  articles  such  as  this  are  intended  for  the  entire 
numismatic/precious  metals  community)  as  well  as  monitoring  and  lobbying  in  Washington  for  the  benefit  of  everyone 
who  has  an  interest  in  numismatic  coins  &  currency  and/or  precious  metals  products.  As  a  result  of  a  change  in  the  lob¬ 
bying  laws  some  years  ago,  ICTA  was  forced  to  limit  its  lobbying  to  about  25%;  therefore  another  organization  needed 
to  be  formed  that  would  be  able  to  be  devoted  totally  to  lobbying,  hence  the  creation  of  CERT  (the  Coalition  for  Equitable 
Regulation  &  Taxation.) 

CERT  -  CERT  implements  the  industry’s  legislative  and  regulatory  priorities  in  concert  with  ICTA.  CERT  hires  lobbyists, 
plans  legislative  activities,  etc.  According  to  its  Articles  of  Incorporation,  CERT’s  purpose  is  “to  promote  social  welfare 
by  educating  the  public,  its  leaders,  the  media,  and  government  officials,  on  the  formulation  of  public  policies  which  are 
favorable  for  economic  growth  and  individual  liberty.  Such  policies  include  those  related  to  tax  policy,  regulatory  policy, 
monetary  policy,  budget  policy,  the  optimal  climate  for  the  proper  operation  of  the  free  enterprise  system,  trade  agree¬ 
ments,  consumer  interests,  and  advertising.” 

GOLD  &  SILVER  PAC  -  The  purpose  of  the  PAC  is  to  serve  as  a  “checkbook”  through  which  the  industry  can  provide 
financial  support  for  Members  of  Congress  who  understand  and  promote  the  industry’s  issues  and  concerns.  Being  able 
to  financially  support  those  legislators  who  support  our  causes  is  critical  to  having  our  concerns  taken  seriously. 

While  each  of  these  organizations  is  strictly  separate,  a  number  of  industry  leaders  serve  on  one  or  more  of  the  Boards 
of  Directors,  and  there  is  a  communication  among  all  three  groups  in  order  to  ensure  a  unified  position.  Each  has  its  own 
function:  education,  monitoring,  lobbying,  or  financial  support  for  electing  Members  of  Congress,  and  each  of  these  ele¬ 
ments  is  important  to  ensuring  our  hobby  and  all  related  businesses  of  the  industry  are  not  unduly  burdened  by  misguid¬ 
ed  regulations  and  laws.
